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Stanford mayor will not seek re-election

STANFORD — Stanford 
Mayor Bill Miracle has 
announced he will not seek 
re-election when his current 
term expires at the end of 
2014. Miracle, who also 
works with Lincoln Realty, 
said Monday he wants to fin¬ 
ish out his term and ’’try to 
work my way back into the 


real estate business.’’ 

’’It’s just time for me to go 
back into that,” he 
said. ”1 just feel like 
it’s time to finish out 
this term and move 
on." 

Miracle is in the 
middle of his second 
term as Stanford’s 
mayor. He said he 
doesn’t have any major goals 
in mind to finish before his 


term ends, but a lot has 
already been done thanks to 
cooperative members 
of the city council. 

"I feel good about 
some of the things we 
have accomplished to 
this point,” he said. ”It 
takes a really good 
council to work with 
the mayor to get this 
stuff done and I think we’ve 
been able to do a lot of those 


things.” 

Major changes to Stanford 
under Miracle’s watch 
include annexations that sub¬ 
stantially increased occupa¬ 
tional tax revenue for the city 
and the birth of the city’s arts 
program. The city’s Main 
Street Program was merged 
into the arts program last 
year. 

Miracle mentioned annex¬ 
ations and work on improv¬ 


ing streets as some of the 
things he’s most proud of. 

"Even with the layoffs (at 
area employers) and the 
downturn in the economy, we 
were able to get through this 
without any kind of occupa¬ 
tional tax rate hike," he said. 

Miracle said he’s announc¬ 
ing his intentions so far ahead 
of time so that people who 
might be pondering a run for 
mayor won’t be in the dark 


about whether they’d be run¬ 
ning against him or not. 

"Sometimes people may 
have that on their mind, that 
they may or may not want to 
do something," Miracle said. 
"To be fair to everybody, I 
just need to go ahead and say 
that this is going to be my last 
term." 

The last day of Miracle’s 
current term is Dec. 31, 
2014.

'Dumpster wars' 

County officials discuss increasing fees on 
waste haulers; trash rep. walks out on talks

STANFORD — An ongo¬ 
ing debate over garbage fees 
in Lincoln County, nick¬ 
named "Dumpster Wars" by 
Judge-Executive Jim Adams, 
heated up Tuesday morning 
when a top official for the 
county’s largest waste hauler 
walked out on talks with 
county officials. Now at least 
one magistrate says he’s 
interested in increasing 
county revenue from the 
trash industry by as much as 
$90,000 — more than three 


times the amount officials 
were originally discussing. 

What began as a relatively 
quiet meeting about the tech¬ 
nical aspects of pick-up fees 
on commercial Dumpsters 
quickly changed in tone after 
Solid Waste Director Chris 
Thomason and Republic 
Services General Manager 
Kerry Loy disagreed about 
the effect of the Tri-K 
Landfill on Lincoln County’s 
cleanliness.

Cutbacks at some of 
Stanford’s largest employ¬ 
ers could mean tens of 
thousands less in revenue 
for the city during the next 
fiscal year, Mayor Bill 
Miracle warned last week. 

"Don’t you hold me to 
this exactly, but I think we 
could be looking at any¬ 
where from $60,000 to 
$80,000 less next year in 
revenue," Miracle said. 
"The budget is going to be 
pretty tough to work out 
this year, maybe." 

Miracle told city council 
members layoffs at Brake 
Parts Inc. and planned job 
cuts at Lincoln County 
schools are going to seri¬ 
ously impact income from

Water, sewer 
rates poised 
to rise in 
Stanford

STANFORD 

Stanford City Council 
members voted 5-0 
Tuesday evening to move 
forward with a plan to 
increase water rates by 22 
percent and sewer rates by 
4 percent. 

If approved on a second 
reading, Stanford residents 
would see their minimum 
monthly water bills rise 
from $10.03 to $12.24 and 
their sewer bills go from 
$10.05 to $10.45 — a total 
minimum increase of 
$2.61 per month. 

The increases were 
made necessary in large 
part because of the water¬ 
line upgrade project in the 
works along Danville 
Avenue, Stanford Water 
Commission Chairman 
Jack Withrow said. 

Withrow said Stanford 
is required to raise rates to

Legislature starts 
slow, ends with 
burst of activity 


The last week of session 
contained several long days 
and late nights. Monday the 
house adjourned at around 
11:20pm, and Tuesday the 
KY General Assembly 
adjourned for the final time 
in the 2013 session at mid¬ 
night. After finishing up at 
my office and driving home, 
I was in bed by about 
3:00am. As exhausted as I 
was, the last few days were 
good all in all. 

Tuesday afternoon, SB3 
came to the house floor. 

This bill was termed by 
many as the Christian 
Medishare Bill. It allowed 
religious organizations who 
had medical cost enrollment 
plans to continue operating 
in Kentucky. These plans 
are designed to allow mem¬ 
bers to pay into a pool and 
draw from that pool for 
medical expenses they may 
encounter in the future. 
These plans have operated 
in Kentucky for years, but 
were recently stopped by 
the department of insurance 
for operating in the manner 
of an insurance company. 

Let me stress, they are not 
insurance programs. They 
are a vital resource for 
many folks who can’t get 
insurance due to pre-exist¬ 
ing conditions or who have 
expenses that are not cov¬ 
ered under the insurance 
they may have. The bill 
passed both chambers and is 
awaiting the Governor’s sig¬ 
nature. 

Late on the last night 
SB2, the pension reform act, 
was brought to the floor and 
passed in both the house 
and the senate. The plan 
honors the existing contracts 
of our state employees, and 
makes changes to new hires 
starting in 2014. Research 
was provided to us showing 
that Kentucky had about 5 
years worth of funds 
remaining to cover existing 
pension benefits, which 
would have put our current 
retirees and future retirees at 
risk. The problem had arose 
from 2 things, a major hit in 
investments from the stock 
market & past general 
assemblies not fully funding 
the required contribution 
from the budget. This plan 
had to be acted upon now to 
save the entire retirement 
system. The’’can” had been 
kicked down the road for 
years and this year was the 
year to stand up and do 
what we were elected to do. 
This plan will save the state 
$10.2 Billion over the next 
20 years. 

Along with SB2 came 
HB440. This was the rev¬ 
enue side of the pension 
plan. It laid out the funding 
mechanism for how the 
general assembly will fund 
the contribution. The bill

passed both chambers as 
well. This was a historic 
moment for our state. 
Several other states had 
passed pension reform, but 
from our understanding, 
Kentucky is the first state 
to pass a measure to fund 
the pension plan. The pen¬ 
sion plan was signed by the 
Governor on Wednesday. 

In the last few hours of 
the final night, HB279, the 
Religious Freedom Act 
came to the house floor for 
an override of the 
Governor’s veto. This bill is 
a very small and simple 
bill. The bill itself is only 3 
sentences long. It said that 
government shall not bur¬ 
den a person’s freedom of 
religion unless it has ’’clear 
& compelling evidence” to 
do so. A statement was 
made on the floor that this 
bill was designed for a 
’’hidden agenda” and that 
there was no evidence that 
religious freedoms (particu¬ 
larly Christian freedoms) 
were under attack. Rep. 

Stan Lee made the case that 
prayer was taken from 
schools, Bibles were taken 
from schools, and now 
groups are trying to take 
the word ”God” from the 
Pledge of Allegiance. 
Religious freedoms are 
under attack. I stand with 
my colleague Rep. Lee. 

The override passed the 
house and it was an over¬ 
whelming moment when 
the Senate voted to stand 
with the house and override 
the Governor’s veto. HB279 
Will become law. 

This session started slow 
and at times got very frus¬ 
trating when it seemed 
nothing was getting accom¬ 
plished. I voted my heart & 
conscience on every vote I 
made, and I hope that the 
people of the 80th District 
can support me in that. No 
one will agree on every 
issue 100% of the time, but 
I can always promise you, 
after prayerful considera¬ 
tion I will do what I feel is 
best for our district. 

Despite the initial frustra¬ 
tions, in the closing days 
this general assembly did 
what hasn’t been done in a 
while, and what many folks 
claim government doesn’t 
do anymore, we took a 
stand on tough important 
issues. We also accom¬ 
plished one other thing that 
hasn’t been done in a 
while, we avoided a special 
session! Hopefully, the citi¬ 
zens of Kentucky can be 
proud of the overall job 
this General Assembly has 
done.

Bus drivers do many jobs 

I am a bus driver. I am the first face 
of the school system your child sees 
each day and I am the last face of the 
school system they see each evening. 
Often, I am the first smile your child 
has seen that day. I am a nurse. I am 
the one who puts a bandaid on the 
ouchie, feels for a fever, passes tis¬ 
sues to the snotty nose and soothes 
the child who doesn’t feel well. I am a 
referee. I break up the fights, calm the 
arguments, and separate the combat¬ 
ants. 

I am a maid. I clean up the trash, 
discarded papers, bad report cards and 
vomit that gets left on the bus. I 
scrape up the food and gum that is not 
allowed to be eaten on the bus but 
somehow is. 

I am a mechanic. I check my bus 
each day for leaks, broken or missing 
parts, cuts and tears on the seats. I put 
the fuel in my bus. I wash my bus at 
the bus garage with a garden hose, 
bucket of soapy water and a push 
broom. 

I am a stunt driver. I take my bus 
over roads that are little better than 
cow paths. I maneuver my bus into 
turn-arounds while watching for 
fences, mail boxes, cars, toys and 


children. I try to drive safely while I 
have precious cargo inside and drivers 
who are doing everything in their 
power to get around or in front of that 
school bus outside. 

I am a counselor. I listen to prob¬ 
lems. I try to help find the best possi¬ 
ble solution. Or sometimes I am just 
the one who catches the grief from the 
angry child, parent, teacher or admin¬ 
istrator who has no one else to blame. 

I am a teacher. I have books on my 
bus for your child to read to make 
their trip go faster. I help your child 
study for that big math test or spelling 
bee. I listen to how their day was and 
remember that grandma is sick or 
we’re going to daddy’s house for 
spring break so that I can ask how 
grandma is today and did you have a 
good time at daddy’s house? 

I am the bus driver who has to 
have eyes in the front of my head to 
watch traffic. Eyes in the back of my 
head to watch who is out of their 
seat, throwing pencils, hitting others, 
or using foul language. I need eyes 
on the side of my head also to watch 
drivers who are not paying attention 
to that flashing stop sign and red 
lights. I have to make sure my chil¬ 
dren get to school and back home 
each day safely. I am the bus driver 
who is out early every school day 


picking up your child. I am the bus 
driver who you yell at because the 
bus is late and it interferes with your 
schedule. My schedule is hard to fol¬ 
low some days because I had to wait 
for your child to find their back pack 
or their shoes. I am the one who wor¬ 
ries because your child came out in 
20 degree weather without a coat. I 
am the bus driver who drags myself 
on that bus when I am sick because 
there is no one to take my place. I 
am the one who dances, needing to 
use the bathroom, while you talk to 
me about your child. I am the bus 
driver who trains for hours each year, 
reads the statistics of how many chil¬ 
dren were injured or killed each year 
in accidents involving a school bus. I 
am the one who cries when I see, 
read, or hear about school bus acci¬ 
dents and pray it never happens to 
me or my children. I am all these 
people, and I do all these jobs for 
$13,000 a year. Last week I read in 
the IJ that some people think bus 
drivers are overpaid for the amount 
of time they drive. But you see, I 
don't just drive. I do so much more 
and I AM so much more. I AM A

Everything is beautiful

As a teenager, I spent 
many days behind a plow 
in the fields on a farm on 
Hegira Ridge in the south¬ 
eastern section of 
Cumberland County not far 
from the Tennessee state 
line. That old farm was lit¬ 
tle more than a bunch of 
rocky hills. I remember a 
friend describing such a 
farm on which he was 
raised as “two rocks to one 
dirt.” 

A number of interesting 
rocks could be found on 
those hills, one of which 
was a geode but not com¬ 
monly known by that 
name. Geodes are com¬ 
monly found in Indiana, 
Iowa, Missouri and 

Kentucky. They were 

exceedingly common on 
those hills in southern 
Kentucky on which I had to 
work, and at times, they 
were obnoxious. Many 

times I stumped my toe on 
them, and it hurt. 

Frequently, they dulled the 
hoe with which I chopped 
weeds, and they caused the 
plow to kick. 

Now, a geode is a spheri¬ 
cal mass of mineral, essen¬ 
tially hollow, that looks 
like an ordinary rock, but it 


is different. One has to 
break a geode to see the 
difference. When broken, 
one finds that the center of 
the geode contains an 
abundance of unexpected 
beauty - quartz crystal, and 
some of them may have 
amethyst crystal or some 
other crystals. It’s amazing 
how an ugly, ordinary look¬ 
ing rock, when broken, can 
be so beautiful inside. It 
may be unexpected, but it 
is a pleasant reality. 

About 1970,1 heard Ray 
Stevens, a young singer 
from Clarkdale, Ga., 
singing, “Everything is 
beautiful in its own way.” 
That song became a num¬ 
ber one hit for him, and for 
me, it brought back memo¬ 
ries from my youth and 
those pesky geodes, ugly 
but beautiful. 

But Ray Stevens wasn’t 
singing about something he 
had just discovered; he was 
singing about something 
that, twenty-five hundred 
years earlier, had become 
established truth. At that 
time, is was already prover¬ 
bial that nothing could be 
dismissed as ugly, for 
“everything” has been 
made “beautiful in its 
time.”

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How to respond to your child's emergency 


By James A. Turpin, M.D. 

If you are a parent, would 
you know how to respond if 
your child were to swallow 
poison or begin choking? A 
medical emergency can be 
frightening to anyone, so it is 
important to know how to 
respond should an emer¬ 
gency occur. 

If you think your child is 
having a medical emergency, 
it’s important to see medical 
attention immediately. Keep 
in mind that children have 
unique medical problems 
and may display different 
symptoms from adults when 
they become sick or injured. 

A medical emergency may 
occur from sudden events, 


such as a serious fall, a 
motor vehicle crash or a 
deep wound or cut. Serious 
injuries can also result from 
electric shock, hypothermia, 
animal or human bites or for¬ 
eign bodies stuck in the 
nose, ear or eye. Head 
injuries can be serious, espe¬ 
cially if followed by confu¬ 
sion, severe headache, 
unconsciousness or vomit¬ 
ing. 

Your child may be experi¬ 
encing a medical emergency 
if he is displaying the fol¬ 
lowing signs: strange or 
withdrawn behavior or any 
significant change from nor¬ 
mal behavior; abnormal or 
difficult breathing; decreas¬ 


ing responsiveness or alert¬ 
ness; excessive sleepiness; 
irritability; feeding difficul¬ 
ties; confusion or delirium; 
skin or lips that look blue or 
purple (gray for darker- 
skinned children); uncon¬ 
sciousness; uncontrolled 
bleeding; increasing or 
severe, persistent pain; fever 
accompanied by change in 
behavior (especially with a 
severe, sudden headache 
accompanied by mental 
changes, neck/back stiffness 
or rashes) or severe or per¬ 
sistent vomiting or diarrhea. 

If your child experiences a 
medical emergency, try to 
stay calm and call for help 
by calling 9-1-1 or your

“It takes about five min¬ 
utes to run down here to 
city hall and get the 
license,” he said. 

The licenses would 
expire on the calendar year, 
in December, so a new 
license would have to be 
purchased then. 

Hustonville previously 
enforced a more complex 
business license fee ordi¬ 
nance from 1988 to 1998, 
which charged different 
amounts to different busi¬ 
nesses for different periods 
of time working in the city. 

Interior Journal archives 
show city council members 
voted to repeal the ordi¬ 
nance in December 1998. 

Then-Mayor Eugene 
Hafley, who had pushed the 
city council to implement 
the business license fees in 
1988 as a way of generating 
much-needed revenue, 

argued against the fees nine 
years later in 1997, telling 
council members it was dif¬ 
ficult to enforce payment 
fairly. 

Hustonville City Council 
members voted in 1998 to 
replace the business license 
fee ordinance with a 3-per¬ 
cent insurance premium 
tax. 

Hustonville is currently 
the only city in Lincoln 
County without a business 
license fee. 

On Tuesday, council 
members said they have 
spoken to some business 
owners regarding the 
potential new business 
license fee, and most 
agreed that they did not 
mind paying the fee, as 
long as they felt it would 
help their business in some 
way. 

Improved sidewalks in 
front of the businesses were 
mentioned as one possible 


way that could happen. 

Peyton said the city has 
state aid funding set aside 
for streets and sidewalks, 
which he plans to use 
toward sidewalks that are 
potential “trip hazards.” 

The city has $2,700 allo¬ 
cated by the 

Commonwealth of 

Kentucky to spend on side¬ 
walks and streets, but that 
won’t be enough to do all 
the repairs Peyton said 
were necessary. 

“If (City Attorney 
Jonathan Baker) were to 
walk around town, all he 
would see are potential 
lawsuits,” Peyton said. 

The council transferred 
$30,000 from the city’s 
water funds to cover 
repairs, as well as offset 
pending costs from the pur¬ 
chase and demolition of 
two buildings — the 
McCoy and Simpson prop¬ 
erties — which adjoin the 
former Hustonville 

Haunted House. 

The council decided to 
purchase the Simpson prop¬ 
erty for the back taxes 
owed and filing fees, if a 
clear title search is 
returned. The city will pay 
$5,000 for the McCoy 
property following the title 
search. Upon gaining con¬ 
trol of the properties, the 
council decided it will pro¬ 
ceed with the demolition 
plans. 

Hopefully, Peyton said, 
Tommy Owens, the con¬ 
tractor who has been clear¬ 
ing away the former haunt¬ 
ed house property, will be 
able to clear the other two 
properties as well. 

All of the work that has 
been completed by the city 
on the former haunted 
house will result in a lien 
against the property of 
about $11,000. 

Ultimately, Peyton said, 
he would like to see those 
properties turned into a new 
fire station and a communi¬ 
ty storm shelter. 

“When that siren goes 
off, it should be a safe place 
for the people of 
Hustonville to go to,” 
Peyton said. 

However, that probably 
will not happen during his 
tenure as mayor, he predict¬ 
ed. 

“That’s in the future and 
it’s just an idea."

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the Tri-K Landfill, located in the 
center of the county in the Halls 
Gap area. 

"I think that this county makes a 
big sacrifice to have that landfill," 
Thomason said. "It's not terribly 
popular. This county has an ungod¬ 
ly litter problem because of that 
landfill." 

"I would disagree with that," Loy 
responded. 

"I can show you," Thomason 
replied. "We can drive any road, we 
can drive (Ky.) 698 — we just 
cleaned it up two weeks ago — and 
you can look at it. ... The county 
makes a sacrifice to have that land¬ 
fill here and to take in the trash 
from everywhere else." 

Shortly after that exchange, Loy 
decided he had had enough. 

"I disagree with you about the 
trash problem. This landfill pro¬ 
vides a large financial mechanism 
for the function of the county," he 
said. "It's a good neighbor and it's 
done a lot of great things for the 
county and I feel like I'm being tar¬ 
geted here. I've got to leave." 

Loy promptly walked from the 
Crab Orchard Room in the old 
Lincoln courthouse, where he had 
been meeting with Thomason, 
Adams, Lincoln County magis¬ 
trates and County Attorney Daryl 
Day. 

"I was going to say this before he 
left and I'll just go ahead and say it 
now: there is a big litter problem 
from those trucks," Day said after 
the door slammed behind Loy. 

Day continued, explaining that 
many trucks taking trash to the 
landfill fail to properly cover their 
trash, allowing it to escape onto 


Lincoln County's roads. 

Some of the worst offenders, 
Day said, are haulers who have 
begun transporting sewer plant 
waste without covering it properly. 

"To put it mildly, they're hauling 
s**t down our roads, uncovered. 
I've got pictures on my phone 
showing the uncovered trucks," 
Day said. 

"I saw it this morning," Adams 
affirmed. 

Thomason explained later in the 
meeting that despite the environ¬ 
mental impacts of the business sur¬ 
rounding the landfill, the landfill 
itself is run very well. 

"It's a clean landfill," he said. 
"I've been told it's ... definitely a 
model." 

The meeting wasn't supposed to 
be focused on the landfill. County 
officials wanted to discuss pro¬ 
posed franchise fees on companies 
that haul commercial Dumpsters in 
Lincoln County. 

With Thomason's recommenda¬ 
tion, the fiscal court approved in 
early March a first reading of an 
ordinance that would allow the 
solid waste board of directors to 
begin designing the fees to gener¬ 
ate as much as $25,000 annually 
for the solid waste budget. It would 
have also allowed the solid waste 
board to set rate caps on how much 
haulers could charge per Dumpster. 

Many other counties already 
have a similar franchise fee, 
Thomason said. And the added 
funding would bring the solid 
waste department closer to being 
self-sufficient and not reliant on 
any county general funds, he 
added. 

But after hearing about the pro¬ 
posed fees, Loy voiced concerns 
about specifics of how the ordi¬ 


nance would be implemented, and 
magistrates and Adams reported 
receiving calls from upset cus¬ 
tomers whom Republic had con¬ 
tacted about the ordinance. 

Magistrates held off on a second 
reading of the ordinance, opting for 
the meeting Tuesday to work things 
out instead. 

To kick off the meeting, Adams 
explained the county's desire to 
further reduce the financial burden 
of solid waste on the general fund. 
Currently, Lincoln County con¬ 
tributes about $45,000 out of its 
general fund to the solid waste 
budget every year, he said. 

"I would like to reduce that and 
we have — we've done a real good 
job of reducing what we used to 
contribute to it, which was in the 
$160,000 range," he said. "In order 
to go any farther, we're going to 
have to look at fees one way or the 
other." 

Adams said he sees three options 
for Lincoln County: 

• implement a non-exclusive 
franchise fee as Thomason origi¬ 
nally recommended; 

• implement an exclusive fran¬ 
chise fee that is bid out to only one 
company; or 

• increase the county's tip fee of 
$1 per ton of garbage at the land¬ 
fill. 

Adams said based on the average 
of about 360,000 tons of trash that 
flows into the landfill annually, 
increasing the tip fee by 10 cents 
would bring in an additional 
$36,000 — $11,000 more than the 
$25,000 Thomason originally 
wanted. 

Thomason said because the land¬ 
fill takes in more trash from outside 
the county than from inside the 
county, "the majority of people" 


affected by increasing the tip fee 
wouldn't be Lincoln County resi¬ 
dents. 

Loy said Thomason's assertion 
was "not necessarily" true and 
argued the county shouldn't try to 
fund things with outside money. 

"It seems to me you're looking to 
fund a program for Lincoln 
County, then the businesses and the 
residents of Lincoln County should 
fund it, not just everybody from 
surrounding counties," he said. 

At that point, Thomason and Loy 
got into their dispute that ended 
with Loy leaving the meeting. 

According to data from 
Thomason, about 12,000 tons of 
garbage from Lincoln County go 
into the landfill annually, which 
works out to a little more than 3 
percent of the estimated 360,000 
tons the landfill accepts every year. 

Officials said the landfill takes in 
trash from multiple areas around 
the state, including Lexington. 

Magistrate David Faulkner said 
because of the desperate need for 
more county revenue, he is in sup¬ 
port of generating as much as 
$90,000 by increasing the tip fee a 
full 25 cents. The fiscal court 
should be willing to take a "politi¬ 
cal hit" for the health of the coun¬ 
ty's budget, he said. 

"I'm going to make a motion at 
the next meeting that effective July 
first, we start charging a $1.25 a ton 
tip fee," he said. "You all can shoot 
it down if you want to, I don't care. 
I'm telling you, it's a no-brainer." 

Faulkner pointed out the increase 
could cost Lincoln County resi¬ 
dents about $3,000 in tip fees, 
while generating an estimated 
$87,000 in tip fees from outside the 
county. 

Faulkner and Thomason also dis¬ 


cussed the possibility of exempting 
Lincoln County trash from tip fees 
entirely, allowing the increased 
fees on out-of-county trash to make 
up the difference and then some. 

Faulkner said the landfill takes in 
"tens of millions of dollars" every 
year and "it doesn't bother me a bit" 
if it has to pay more to the county 
every year. 

Day said the financial and politi¬ 
cal costs of trying to open a new 
landfill anywhere in Kentucky are 
so high he believes there's virtually 
no chance Republic Services 
would attempt to close the Tri-K 
landfill and move. 

"Can you imagine what would 
happen if somebody came in and 
said, 'we want to open a new land¬ 
fill?' We wouldn't have 15 or 20 
people down here complaining, we 
would have 15 or 20 thousand peo¬ 
ple down here complaining, and 
that will happen in any county in 
this state," Day said. "They can 
moan and complain all they want to 
but they're not going to close that 
landfill." 

Faulkner said because of recent 
federal budget cuts known as 
sequestration, the county is getting 
in an ever-tighter financial pinch. 
There are only two solutions — 
raising revenue or cutting services, 
he said. 

Increasing tip fees is a way to 
raise revenue with minimal impact 
on Lincoln County residents' wal¬ 
lets, he added. 

"This is a tax increase any way 
you look at it that's actually going 
to affect people outside of Lincoln 
County much more than it's going 
to affect Lincoln County," he said. 
"The people that are really going to 
be paying the price are the outside 
haulers." 
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Dozens show support for arts center

STANFORD 

Supporters of Stanford’s 
Community Arts Center 
filled almost every seat at 
last week’s city council meet¬ 
ing, intent on protecting the 
city’s arts program as council 
members ponder how to 
shape next year’s budget. 

’Tve been here six years 
and I don’t think I’ve seen 
this many people in the room 
at the same time,” Mayor Bill 
Miracle said of the apparent 
record attendance. 

The crowd and city coun¬ 
cil members spent close to 
half an hour lauding the arts 
program and Director Bob 
Swett, who received a stand¬ 
ing ovation at one point 
despite not being in atten¬ 
dance. 

Swett sent out messages to 
the arts program’s email list 
prior to the council meeting, 
asking supporters to attend 
and warning the council 
could slash the arts budget. 

"It is the time of year that 
the city council starts prepar¬ 
ing next year’s budget, and 
the Art and Music Program is 


always the center of contro¬ 
versy, whether it stays or 
goes," Swett wrote in a email 
sent April 1. "There are a 
couple of the council mem¬ 
bers that would just as soon 
see it gone and use the funds 
in another area of the city, at 
the same time these two 
council members have not 
participated in any events of 
the Art Center or program." 


But there was no direct 
opposition to the arts pro¬ 
gram voiced by any council 
members at the April 4 meet¬ 
ing. 

"I think if I ever voted to 
stop the arts program, I’d 
have a grandmother who 
would probably disown me," 
Councilwoman Amy Hazlett 
said. "Furthermore, I have a 
3-year-old who has turned 


into a performer ... so I need 
somewhere to take her soon 
that will tailor her into being 
a good performer. I agree 
with everybody — I think it’s 
a great program." 

Council members Hazlett, 
Tom Moser and Scottie Ernst 
cautioned attendees that the 
city must run on a tight budg¬ 
et and be responsible with its 
spending. 

"We can’t just say, ’well, 
we’re just going to give 
$40,000 to the arts,' in my 
opinion," Ernst said. "We've 
got to have a plan as to where 
that money's going to go and 
how it's going to be spent." 

Ernst also said he believes 
Swett's plan to step down as 
director soon creates an ele¬ 
ment of uncertainty about 
leadership in the program 
next year. 

But Miracle said he thinks 
Swett can be convinced to 
hold off on resigning for up 
to a year and a half, a sug¬ 
gestion that drew applause 
from the crowd. 

"I am going to try desper¬ 
ately to keep Bob hanging on 
... I'd like to see him hang on 
to the end of my term," 
Miracle said. "I think Bob 


will work with us and do 
what he feels like he needs to 
do to help us." 

Moser pointed to upcom¬ 
ing budget cuts for the 
school district as evidence 
belt-tightening is going on 
everywhere. 

"We don't know what the 
budget will be, we don't 
know where our money is 
coming from yet," Moser 
said. "I think everybody here 
supports the arts center, it's 
just how much we can sup¬ 
port it is the hard question." 

But council members also 
pointed out the arts program 
has become largely self-suf¬ 
ficient, generating much of 
its own budget every year. 

"When (the arts program) 
first started, it was eating the 
dollars away," Miracle said. 
"But ... it is very, very close 
to supporting itself com¬ 
pletely." 

Financial and payroll 
records for last fiscal year 
show arts program expenses 
including Swett's salary cost 
a combined total of about 
$54,579. The arts program 
brought in a total of more 
than $26,000 in revenue, 
meaning the program pro¬ 


vided for about 48 percent of 
its own budget and cost the 
city a net of less than 
$28,500. 

This fiscal year, the arts 
program has budgeted 
expenses of $48,577 and 
budgeted revenues of 
$39,000, which would make 
the program a net cost of less 
than $10,000. 

So far this year, financial 
and payroll records show the 
program has generated more 
than $32,000 in revenue, 
while costing around 
$38,200 in expenses. That 
means the program has pro¬ 
vided about 83 percent of its 
own budget and is currently 
a net expense of slightly 
more than $6,000. 

Councilman Mike 

Southerland said while the 
arts program "started out 
pretty sketchy," it has grown 
into a valuable piece of life 
in Lincoln County. He point¬ 
ed to the filled seats at the 
council meeting as evidence. 

"I'd like to thank you all 
for coming out and showing 
support for it," he said. "I 
think it shows how it's 
grown and what it means to 
the community now."

Woman accused of murdering 
husband to face grand jury

STANFORD — A Lincoln 
County woman accused of 
shooting her husband in the 
head while he slept will have 
her case reviewed by a grand 
jury. 

It took less than 30 seconds 
in front of Circuit Court Judge 
Janet Booth on Monday for 
Tamara Richie, 50, of New 
Road in Waynesburg, and her 
attorney to waive Richie's 


right to a preliminary hearing, 
sending her case forward for 
possible indictment. 

Richie is accused of shoot¬ 
ing her husband, David, in the 
head while he was asleep on 
Oct. 22, and then leaving his 
body in the house. 

It wasn't until Oct. 25 that 
authorities discovered the 
body, after a family member 
reported the alleged murder. 

Richie was transferred for a 
psychiatric examination in 
November to the Kentucky 


Correctional Psychiatric 
Center in LaGrange. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said at the time 
that Richie had not spoken to 
anyone for about a week since 
her arrest. 

Richie nodded and 
appeared to converse briefly 
with attorney in court 
Monday. 

Richie was being held 
without bond in the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail as of 
Tuesday evening. 


Stanford mayor: FEMA ice 
storm money probably safe

STANFORD — Mayor Bill Miracle is 
hopeful Stanford won't have to return any of 
the approximately $100,000 it received from 
the federal government for recovery costs fol¬ 
lowing the devastating 2009 ice storm. 

Miracle told city council members last 
week that financial records from the ice storm 
recovery have been re-organized and re-sub- 
mitted to the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

FEMA returned the documents earlier this 
year, telling Stanford officials the records 
were too disorganized to understand. 

In March, Miracle blamed former City 
Clerk Sandy Gooch for the situation. Gooch 
was fired in 2010. 

"It was due to the record-keeping and the 
book-work that was done in ’09," Miracle said 
in March. "I'm just telling you flat-out that's 
what it is." 

Miracle said last week that while former 
Stanford Fire Chief Kenny McDaniel stepped 
in at a later date to work on the records, his 
efforts did not contribute to FEMA's rejection 
of the paperwork. 

"It kind of got out that Kenny was part of 
the mess-up, but it wasn't Kenny," Miracle 
said. 

Miracle said now that the records have been 
fixed up, he believes FEMA will find no 
issues and allow Stanford to keep all the 
money it has received. 

It's possible Stanford could still receive 
almost $12,000 more from FEMA, because 
the city has only received 90 percent of the 
$112,000 spent on the ice storm recovery. 


"Hopefully, we won't hear anything else on 
that, except perhaps to get the remaining (10 
percent)," Miracle said. 

Residents charged for 
trash containers, again 

After Stanford City Council members 
agreed at last month's meeting that residents 
were being improperly charged $2.10 per 
month for trash containers, the charge was still 
present on the most recent round of bills from 
the water department. 

Miracle said city officials were unable to 
reach "some kind of conclusion" on the billing 
problem before this month's bills were already 
printed. 

But the charge will not be on future bills, 
and at some point, customers will be reim¬ 
bursed for every month they paid the incorrect 
charge, he said. 

Stanford residents have been charged $2.10 
per month for trash containers on top of their 
monthly trash pickup fees, even though they're 
supposed to receive one or two trash contain¬ 
ers at no additional cost. 

Miracle said after consulting with the 
Kentucky League of Cities, he believes 
Stanford is "not necessarily liable" to return the 
money collected from the trash container fees, 
but "it's deserving to go back, so it will." 

After the city council approved a 5-percent 
rate increase in February, Republic Services 
Inc. and the city now charge Stanford residents 
a total of $10.60 per month for trash pickup. 

If Stanford begins reimbursing for the con¬ 
tainer fee, customers will pay a net total of 
$8.50 per month for trash pickup for the same 
number of months they paid the extra fee.

STANFORD - There were 
no people declared “cancer 
free” on the streets of down¬ 
town Stanford Saturday morn¬ 
ing, nor were there any cures 
discovered for the disease, but 
over 100 runners and walkers 
did take steps to help in fight¬ 
ing the disease by participating 
in the American Cancer 
Society Race for a Cure 5K/3K 
Run Walk. 

The 5K runners and 3K 
walkers left the starting line

FARM FACTS

Helping pasture make you 
more profit 


Beef cattle production is 
now Lincoln County’s 
biggest farm income pro¬ 
ducing enterprise. We now 
have 24,000 beef cows 
ranking us seventh in size 
in the state. We now have 
over 55,000 head of all 
cattle and calves which 
ranks us fifth in the state. 
As our numbers increase, 
we need to make sure we 
have plenty of quantity 
and quality pasture for the 
cattle. The way we manage 
these pastures really 
affects the profitability of 
cattle. Some folks say your 
best money is to not do 
anything to your pastures. 
Producers who do that 
usually wean off calves at 
400 pounds. Producers 
who spend a little money 
on fertilizer, clover and do 
some rotational grazing 
usually wean off calves at 
550 pounds. Let’s compare 
the profitability there. The 
low input producer has 40 
calves at 400 pounds sell¬ 
ing for $1.50 per pound 
which brings him $22,400. 
The good forage manager 
has 40 calves at 550 
pounds selling for $1.40 
per pound which brings 
him $28,600. That’s 
$6,000 more income. Even 
with today’s high fertilizer 
prices that better forage 
managing producer will 
have a net profit of at least 
$2,500 more than the pro¬ 
ducer who didn’t do any¬ 
thing. It pays to spend 
money on pastures. 

Pasture fertilization 
based on a soil test should 
be your first goal. The sec¬ 
ond goal you should have 
is to make pasture a more 
economical feed by prac¬ 
ticing rotational grazing. 

Pasture is an economical 
way to feed cattle. 
However, producers need 
to actively manage cattle 
and forage growth to get 
the most production and 
return per acre of land. 


Cattle on pasture selective¬ 
ly graze by first eating the 
leaves, or most tender and 
nutritious part of the plant. 
Letting cattle rotationally 
graze pasture keeps it in 
the most nutritious, vege¬ 
tative state the majority of 
the growing season. 

In rotational grazing cat¬ 
tle graze one section, or 
field, of pasture at a time, 
allowing the other sections 
to rest and re-grow. 
Pastures that are rotation- 
ally grazed have higher 
yields and improve cattle 
performance, whether 
milk production, rate of 
gain, or reproductive effi¬ 
ciency. Giving a paddock a 
rest period of 20 to 30 days 
enables the forage to 
renew carbohydrates and 
rebuild plant vigor. It also 
increases the quality of the 
feed and the life of the 
stand. Rotational grazing 
dramatically increases the 
amount of forage harvest¬ 
ed producing up to 2,000 
more pounds of dry matter 
per acre compared to con¬ 
tinuously open grazed pas¬ 
ture. 

If you have two pastures 
now, split them so you will 
have a total of four sepa¬ 
rate pastures. 

I suggest you do this the 
cheap and simple way with 
electric fence. This will 
allow you to rotationally 
graze giving each field 
three to four weeks to 
regrow before the cattle go 
back on them. 

If you want top per¬ 
formance then you should 
strive to have seven to 
eight different fields so 
each is grazed for a maxi¬ 
mum of two to three days 
and rested for at least 21 
days. I suggest you try the 
four pastures first and then 
work into more fields with 
time after you see the real 
benefits. 

It’s important to base the 
decision to move cattle 


from a field on forage 
growth, not a rigid time 
frame. The best time for 
cattle to graze is when the 
forage is vegetative and 
before flowering or seed 
head formation. Follow 
these target heights to 
begin grazing: six to eight 
inches for legumes and 
cool-season grasses such 
as orchardgrass and fes¬ 
cue. You may not carry a 
measuring stick, so use 
your leg. Remember my 
tip which is to start grazing 
when the pasture growth is 
shin high. 

The closer cattle graze a 
pasture, the longer it takes 
the forage to recover. To 
prevent overgrazing, leave 
four inches of stubble for 
cool-season grasses and 
legumes. To make it easy 
follow my rule of thumb of 
rotating cattle to the next 
field when the pastures is 
grazed down to ankle high. 

Cattle will spend the 
same amount of time graz¬ 
ing, generally about eight 
hours a day. The heaviest 
grazing period takes place 
as soon as it becomes light 
in the morning. After a 
certain amount of time, 
cattle will quit grazing 
whether or not they’ve 
received enough energy to 
support milk production or 
growth. That’s why you 
want cattle on quality veg¬ 
etative pasture. Rotational 
grazing will help you do 
that. I’ll be glad to help 
you learn more about graz¬ 
ing management and the 
methods involved in let¬ 
ting better forage manage¬ 
ment make you more prof¬ 
it.

1050 ADDITIONAL PARKING,

Subparagraph C is hereby repealed 
in its entirety and in its place the fol¬ 
lowing is to be inserted:
